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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . After careful reconsideration, the drawings are again objected to because all 
diagrammatic blocks and features in Figures 1-4, 6-8, and 1 1 are required to be 
distinctly labeled to indicate contents or function with legends (37 C.F.R. 1.83(a), 

1 .84(o)) since they are necessary for understanding of the drawing. Correction is 
required. 

For example, Figure 1 , elements 100 and 104 appear to be designating the same 
feature. Legends are therefore necessary to clarify the distinctions. Also, applicant 
asserts that certain elements are readily understandable. Examiner agrees that 
elements 231 and 241 are readily understood to be monitors. However, legends such 
as "graphics monitor" and "video monitor" would better illustrate the distinguishing 
features of the current invention. Other rectangular features in Figure 1 are not at all 
readily understandable. 

Applicant asserts Figures 6-8 and 1 1 are merely screen shots. However, 
elements 610, 616, and 618, for example, appear to be designating the same screen. 
Therefore, Examiner feels that a concise legend is necessary to distinguish the different 
numbered elements. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-15 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bowman et al (5,233,197) for the same reasons as set forth in Section 1 1 of the last 
office action, dated 6/3/05. 

With respect to the new added claim 31 , Bowman et al already discloses the 
concept of such altering step between two frames (see Abstract and col. 2). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 12/5/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts on pages 7-8 of the Remarks that Bowman et al 
describes acquiring images faster than the maximum acquisition rate. However, 
Examiner is unable to find such teaching in the reference. On the contrary, Examiner 
believes Bowman et al describes a system in which images are acquired at a fast 
acquisition rate. Nevertheless, one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that the 
system of Bowman et al could not possibly be acquiring images faster than the 
maximum image acquisition rate. If that were the case, the so-called maximum rate 
would not be considered maximum.
